Adore him as thy conscience 
advises thee, I will support thy right to do 
s0—-support thou my right to do the same, 
und let not the difference in our dogmas in- 
terfere with our fraternal affections and so- 
cial regards-” Such is my nation, sir. 
There with you in America, sir, (as far 
as I can judge from the public papers,) the 
Roman Catholic clergy .could.succeed in 
converting the people of their religion into 
tools for political, civil and administrative 
intrigues, so much so as to call to life from 
a natural re-action, the organization of a 
new great party, very likely to fall into the 
error of the other extremity—the former 
working to exclude every Protestant from 
office, and the second to exclude every Ro- 
man Catholic. In Hungary the majority 
of the people prefer the Roman Catholic 
religion, their clergy are rich aud mighty 
in privileges, they claim the title of Dom- 
inant Chureh;“ still they could not, cannot, 
and will not sacceed in making the people 
of their church instrumental to their politi- 
cal ambition; many of them have not even 


the will to do so. The very priest of the 


Roman Church in Hungary, is a Hungarian 


in heart, and is a patriot. I know of sev- 


eral countries (somewhat like your States) 
where the population, being a mixed one in 
regard of religion, it has been a habit of 
tacit consent to bear such regards for the 
fellow-citizens of another confession, that if 
one party has carried the election of a man 
of this or of that religious denomination, for 
the office, for instance, of Al-isgrin (some- 
thing like your governors) they, though in 
majority, voluatarily offered to elect to the 
office second in rank a man of the other re- 
ligious desomination; and I have often 
seen the offer rejected, and Protestants 
elected by a-Roman Catholic majority, 
against a Protestant minority, and on the

craft, intolerance, and Jesuitism. Some 
years ago the Church of Rome engaged in | 
a violent campaign against “mixed mar- | 
riuges;“ the answer of the Hungarian peo- 
ple was thrice as many mixed marriages us 
formerly; aud the air of Hungary ringing 
with thunders of protest from the lips of 
Roman Catholic patriots against the arro- 
gant pretensious of the Roman Seat.

But the Spirit 
of God came to him even there in his lone- 
liness, and filled him with sorrow for his | 
deep guilt. A Bible had been saved from | 
the old ship, and from its sacred pages the | 
troubled man learned of the “Lamb of | 
God, whotaketh away the sin of the world.” 
He looked to Jesus for free pardon, and 
we may hope that his prayers were answer- 
ed. As soon as he began to trust the Sa- 
vior, he longed to have all around him en- 
joy the same peace of mind, and henceforth 
spent all his time in teaching them 
the truths of the gospel. God Almighty 
blessed his earnest efforts, and when, in 
1808, Captain Folger landed on the Island, 
he found it containing a pious, happy peo— 
ple, well tanght and well governed. 
Alexander Smith died in 1827, when 
nearly seventy years old. His faith in God 
had strengtheded with each year of his in-

The island which had become so dear to 
him is now under the British government,

ON THE PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN THE CRIMEA. 


The New York Daily Times publishes a 
letter professing to give “on high and reli- 
able authority,” the views of Louis Napo- 
leon respecting the state of affairs before Se- 
bastapol. Instead of regarding the war as 
a fuilure, he declares himself so far, on the 
whole, satisfied. The following is the 


letter: 
Panis, July, 1855. 

Public sentiment generally, both in 
France and England, is inclined to look up- 
on the siege of Sebastopol as substantially 
a failure, and the campaign in the Crimea 
as a mistake. | 

The Emperor does not at all concur in 
this view of the subject. He expresses his 
opinion very freely in conversation with his 
intimate friends, and maintains that the Al- 
lies are marching steadily towards a com- 
plete victory over Russia. In one conver- 
sation with an English officer, held in m 
presence, the Emperor spoke substantially 
as follows: | 

There never has been a siege of Sebas- 
topol, for the first step to constitute a siege 
is investment. The Russian army has been 
posted in extended line between Simphero- 
pol and Sebastopol, its centre being mova- 
ble, at one time concentrated on Inkermann 
and at another on Buaksi-serai. The right 
wing of the force rests ou Sebastopol, as 
the right wing of the English troops at 
Waterloo rested on Hougoumont.

The Rus- 
sian loss according to their own estimate 
rendered to the Emperor Nicholas last De- 
cember, amounted to two hundred and ser- 
enty thousand, The Allied troops at that 
time had not lost one-tenth of that figure. 
I am content to protract the struggle in 
the Crimea on these terms, 

On another occasion he observed: 

“A Russian army is not recruited with 
facility. Men can be had, but not soldiers. 
The Russian peasantry require frem two to 
three years’ exercise at drill before they are 
fit for the ranks. We have nearly extirpa- 
ted the elite of their forces,—those, which 
the Czar has taken many years to create, 
England and France, on the contrary, 
grow stronger as the struggle proceeds; 
our peasantry in a few weeks become 
staunch troops, and the fire of war, which 
burns slowly at first among our population, 
increases with reverse.” | 

Again, the Emperor observed: 

„It would be folly to inflict merely a 
wound upon Russia from which she would 
soon recover. Let us rather establish a run- 
ning sore in her side, from which her 
strength will ran out. Sebastopol is drain- 
ing her system. The Future will judge my 
tactics, but-the people are too small to see 
far around them.” 

It is confidently stated that Louis Na- 
poleon in person will command in the forth- 
coming campaign in Moldavia and Russian 
The new levy of 140,000 is des- 
ti neu fur this ſteld of action and will super- 
sede the Austrian army of occapation. The 
object of this campaign will be the erection 
of a Polish republic comprising Volhynia, 
Poland and Besasrabia.

Now comes the rattling of plates, now the 
scent of roasting beef, of boiling potatoes, of 
baked beans, fried sausages, stewed onions ; how 
distinct they all are; and how all the feelings of 
nature repudiate the whole. Then the bell rings, 
and soon the throngs of masticators are doing up 
their work in right earnest. Every click of the 


for another piece of corned beef, or beef steak, or 
mutton chops, more bréad, beans, potatoes, or 
what not awakens what a feeling of desire that all 
was somewhere else. And yet one feels really 
glad that it is just as it is: that there are those 
who enjoy good appetites and good health, if you 
do not. Well, finally, what with rhubarb and 
other resorts,nature begins gradually to bring 
one back to himself, and worldly realities again,

But the season of natures recuperation is final- 
ly passed, and one arises once more to do his part 
in the great field of stir, and life and action in 
the world, Yet often in the earnest struggles of 
manly effort, will the thoughts turn: back with 
pleasing remembrance to the kind friends who 
so tenderly administered to every necessity and 
want in such, a time of need and added their kind 
wishes at our departure.

2 Images of Life. 


Abstract of an essay delivered before the Young 
Men's Christian Association, by John 
Archbald. 

The Image of a pilgrimage or journcy, is one 
often set before us in the Scriptures. In the 
morning of life we set out on our journey usually 


there should be this confidence in youth; this 
spring to give impetus in the working time of 
life; and Solomon himself says, “Rejoice, O young 
man, in thy youth; and let thy heart cheer thee 
in the days of thy youth,” 
all smooth and level ; by and bye a hill meets us. 
Are we discouraged now? But let usremember 
that we do not know what is beyond. It is quite 
possible that it is only the hill before us which: 
hides from us the pleasantnest part of the whole 
journey. Let us again listen to the voice of ex- 
perience reaching to us, from those who have 
gone before, and telling us that life is not all * 
hill work. 

There are also resting places by the way, where 
we are called upon to stop and refresh oursclves. 
Yes, men of California, to rest ; singular as the 
idea may seem to you, there really are stages in 
the journey ,where rest is not merely allowable, 
it is enjoined.

So-and-so’s to settle up that little matter you 
meant to speak to him about yesterday. It 
won't do, my friend ; you're not resting at all. I 
may hint too, that the Sabbath day is not the

It is 
much to be regretted that the Christian soldier 
should often be so much hampered by his Com- 
missariat, as to sacrifice victory, nay, often to im- 
Bravery is no 
doubt a necessary quality in a soldier, but it is 
not the only valuable one. Besides it, à soldier 
ought to possess also, watchfulness and obedience: 
Obedience is generally prompt and full in pro- 
portion to the confidence which one places in his 
officers. And what greater claim to the confi- 
dence of the Christian warrior, can any one urge 
thau he who is the Captain of his salvation. 

Briefly, must I only glance at another Image, 
though it is one which has always appeared to 
me very complete and capable of much expan- 
sion. Life is a school; not u simple scene of 
probation. With this in view, it seems to me 
that the doctrine of God's special Providence 
acquires a deeper significance and a higher im- 
portance. Not only does the sparrow not fall 
to the ground without our Heavenly Father 
knowing it, but there is an object in its falling. 
It is to teach some of us something. And thus we 
may see the importance of habits of observation, 
as well as of careful watchfulness over our slight- 
est words and deeds. How often do we find that 
a casual observation, which we have difficulty in 
recalling to our own recollection, has been pick- 
ed up by another, has become a lesson to him, 
and has influenced his conduct through life for 
good and for evil. The lessons that God gives 
are not always in the earthquake, nor in the 


fire, but all nature and all life are the vast school

THIRD DAY. 
Tnonspax Eve, 9 o'clock. 

J have just left the church, weary with long 
attendance. Dr. Parker from China is address- 
‘ing an audience that densely crowds every sitting 
und standing place, and every entrance to the 
church is thronged, as far out as anything can 
be heard. A little while ago, that congregation, 
led by choir and organ, sang the Missionary 
hymn. For once I listened, And us the voices 
of those thousands rose and mingled, lifted up 
by the strong impulse of awakened sympathy 
with a noble cause, it did seem to constitute an 
eloquence truly sublime. At the same time, an- 
other church is crowded by those who go to hear 
on these great themes. After the usual prayer 
meeting this morning, the committees, appointed 
yesterday on the prudential committee's reports 
from the various missionary statious reported, 
The reading of these documents occupied the 
forenoon. They all passed without remark, save 
one. When that from the Tamil Mission was 
presented, it intimated a regret that the question 


| of the expediency of sending the deputation to 


that country, consisting of Drs. Anderson and 
Thompson, had not been presented to the Board 
at their meeting last year. But that inasmuch 
as it was not, and no’sufficient information was 
now before this body, to enable them to act con- 
cerning it, therefore it be directed that no mate- 
rial changes be at present made in conducting 
that mission, and the whole- matter be left lor 
action at a future meeting of the Board. This 
was to guard against the making of any changes 
in the conducting of the native schools, either by 
the deputation now there, or by the prudential 
committee here, until the whole matter can come 
under the review of the Board. The time of 


the forenoon session having expired, a recess was 


taken till 2 o'clock P. M., the time appointed 
for the celebration of the Lord's Supper. When 
the hour for this solemn service arrived the church 
was already full of communicants, and those who 
came after, resorted to the lecture room, connec- 
ting with the church, where they could hear, 
though they could not see the speakers and those 
officiating. Rev. Dr. Befman presided, and read 
the 12th chapter of Romans. He then read that 
beautiful hymn, 
»My faith looks up to thee." 

And while we sung it, I could not help looking 
often at the author of it, Dr. Ray Palmer, who

questioned but myself. 

My proposition being accepted, out we 
sallied, and to work we went; and I con- 
tinued my experiment until my young 
friends surrendered at discretion, frankly 
acknowledging that my opinion was right, 
aud theirs, of course, wroug; and that, in 
our passage through life, courtesy of ad- 
dress and deportment may be made both a 
pleasant and powerful means to attain our 
ends and gratify our wishes. 

I put questions to more than twenty per- 
sons of every rank, from the high bred gen- 
tleman to the servant in livery, and receiv- 
ed in every instance, a satisfactory reply. 
If the ‘information asked for was not im- 
parted, the individual addressed, gave an 
assurance of his regret at not being able to 
communicate it. 

What seemed most to surprise my friends 
was, that the individuals accosted by me 
almost uniformly imitated my own manner. 
If Luncovered, as I usually did in speaking 
to a gentleman, or, even to a man of ordi- 
nary appearance and breeding, he did the 
game in reply; and when I touched my hat 
to a liveried coachman or waiting-man, his 
hat was immediately under his arm. So 
much may be done, and such advantages 
gained, by simply avoiding coarseness and 
vulgarity, and being well-bred and agreea- 
ble. Nor can the case be otherwise; for. 
the foundation of good breeding is good 
nature and good sense—two of the most 
useful and indispensable attributes of awell 
constituted mind. Let it not be forgotten, 
however, that good breeding is not to be 
regarded as identical with politeness—a 
mistake which is too frequently if not gen- 
erally committed. A person may be ex- 
ceedingly polite, without the much higher 
and more valuable accomplishment of good 
breeding.”
